“Here in 
Idaho it’s not os severe as it is on 
the, east and west coasts, but it's 
sdll'a'problem." '

more than 750 nurses, usually has 
a nurse vacancy rate of 7 to 8 per- 
cent, alx3Ut what it is now, Snyder 
said. ■ . 

. “I’ve boon at Saint Al's for 18 
years and there's always an open 
RN position,” site said. "We are 
recruiting nurses actively.” 

“The nursing shortage is a real 
ls.sue,” Kraal said. "It's important 
for patient care to have low nurse 
turnover."

Perceptions run 
contrary to statistics

TWTN FALLS - Fewer potential 
home buyers are turning out these 
days at real estate open houses. 
Builders are constructing fewer 
new homes than in the past. 

And overall, Twin Falls’ real 
estate market seems slower, said 
Bob Veeh, owner and broker at 
Irwin Re^ty. 

But the numbers .show other- 
wise. And Veeh is a bit puzzled. 

"This is a funny year," he said, 

In its quarterly study of local 
economic indicators, presented in 
today’s Money section, Tlie Times- 
News discovered Twin Fulls ^st- 
ed third-quarter home selling 
octivity almost exactly like a year 
ago despite fewer sales in another ' 
big-ticket category, new automo- 
biles. 

‘Tve had tide people comment- 
ing to me that it seems slower, but

Home sales in Twin Falls 
County, including residential 
acreages, barely slipped from 21f> 
a year ago to 215 in tlie third (|uar- 
ter. excluding mobile-home sales. 
■This lime around, a smaller por- 
tion of those sales was acreages. 

The average price paid in tlie 
most recent period - S104.H1-1 - 
was ju.st a liny fraction of a per- 
cent below third quarter 
average of $104,8-15.

Members pushing for b 
fann worker minimum wage, favor- 
able legislative reapportionmert 
and ihereased voter umuence mutt 
find ways to intersect solidly to 
makeheodway. 

A turmoil was underscored last 
August when. IMAGE de Idaho can- 
celed the Hlspoitic Issues Training 
Conference for this year. For neariy 


two decades, the seminar, has 
served as a major event, focusing 
on polid^ and sodal issues facing 
Idaho Hispanics and reaffirming 
activism. . 

President Joey Barroso^id the 
time has come for fresh officers and 
Ideas. ..

Fewer people are entering the 
nursing fiela because they con 
find better opportunities el8e> 
where in a. good economy. More 
opportunities are nvatluble to' 
women, who continue to dominate 
the ranks of the nursing profes- 
sion. , . 

• Nurse salaries need to bo 
inma.*icd, induding rapid incrca.<i- 
es for experienced nurses. Kraal 
said. The hospital is responding, 
but not fast enough for some nurs- 
es. 

All nurses pot a 6 percent salary 
increase Oct. 1. The raise brought 
salaries in line with market stud- 
ies. Barigar said. . 

Starting RN salaries at Magic 
Valley Regional and Saint 
Alphonsu-s are similar. A new RN 
at Magic Valley Regional makes 
$15.96 per hour, or about $33,293 
per year, Barigar said. And differ- 
entials, such as working less pre- 
ferred shifts, boost pay. 

A new RN at Saint Alphonsus 
makes nearly $35,000, Snyder 

And Magic Valley Re^onal has 
allocated more money for flexible 
scheduling, bonuses' to'mirses who 
work more hours, and in some 
cases has given full-time status to 
nurses who work fewer than 40 
hours a week, Barigar said.

But some nurses, particularly 
experienced nurses, aren’t satis- 
fied. Magic Valley Regional's 
sdary cap doesn’t- award expon- 
ence, said Patrida Heath, an 
don control nurse ot Magic Valley 
Regional. 

Nurses are upset that starting 
nurses make nearly as mum as 
experienced nurses. Heath said. 

“From what I’ve heard over 
time, that’s their biggest com- 
plaint,” she said. 

RN salaries top out at $23.94 per 
hour, and $24 4 for RNs with a 
bachelor's degree in nursing, 
Barigar said. The caps are adjust- 
ed acconBng to market dema^. 

Pewer than half of RNs nadonol- 
ly have a bachelor’s degr^. In 
19^ 60 percent of nursing gradu- 
ates were from two-year associate 
degree programs, according to the 
University 'Of Mfedicirie and 
Dentistry of New Jersey. 

The disparity can drive out 
experienced nurses. There’s a fair 
share of turnover In the nursing 
dcponmcni. Heath said. 

“We train them and they move 
on, and there are no ties,” she said. 

But she added, that’s a common, 
problem for small ojmmunity hos- 
pitals across the natioit

' The ainic, which has about 120 
nurses, has only two full-time RN 
positions unfilled, and salaries 
don’t sceni to be a factor.

On average, 
liccns^ and revered nurses at 
the cliriic take care of fdur to six 
patients, Rambo said. 

“It’s ni<«* a doctor-owned facUity, 
and a lot of nurses like that,” 
Rambo said. “No corporation tells 
us how to run tiling arid doctors 
take part in all the decisioi»” ' , , . , 

Patient care 

Magic Valley Re^bnal officials 
say the nurse shortage hasn’t 
■ affected patient care. 

Nurse-to-patlcnt ratios stayed 
the same during the past six 
montla - roughly 1-to-l or l-to-2 m 
intensive care, and varying in sur- 
gical and medical areas, from 1-to- 
5 on day shifts to l-to-8 on night 
shifts, Barigar said. 

The hospital’s ratio is similar to 
Twin Falls Clinic’s averages, rang- 
ing from l-to4 to i-to-6. 

“Every patient is treated as a 
person, not a diagnosis,” Bi^gar 
said. “If we were in the patient’s 
shoes, we would want a ratio of 1- 
to-1, and we do strive to ove indi- 
vidual care every hour, wery day 
to patients." 

The hospital’s ratios stayed 
intact b^use the hospital hired 
more RN’s and in(aeas^ support 
services, Barigarsaid.

A severe shortage is looming 
because of an increasingly older 
population. The baby-boomer pop. 
ulation is aging and people are 
going to live longer with chronic 
illnesses. • • • 

Projections from the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics indicate that 
demand for RNs will outstrip sup 
ply by 2010, and by 2015, it’s antic- 
ipated that 114,000 full-time equiv- 
alent RN positions will be unflUed 
nationally. 

Nurses are also aging. Tne aver- 
age age of all registered nurses 
nationally was 44 in 1996, and 
about Hnlf of the natioh,s nurses 
will reach retirement age within 
IS years, according to the 
University of Medicine and 
Dentist of New Jersey.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Despite 
a \Wte House prohibition, 13 gov- 
ernment agencies are secretly 
using technology that tracks the 
Internet habits of p^ple visiting 
their Web sites, and in at least one 
provides the information to a 
private company, a congressional 
review has found. 

The agencies range from the 
Fcdtual Aviation Administration to 
the federal offices that provide dis- 
oster relief and administer 
Medicare, the General Accounting 
0(flee found in a study obtained by 
The Associated Press. 

“How can this administration 
talk about protecting privacy when 
iU'own asendcs Jeopardize some of 
the public's roost private informa- 
tion?" asked Sen. Fred Thompson, 
R-Tenn., chainnon of the Senate 
Gevonmennil Affairs Committee.. 

Thempson’s commince has juris- 
diction over tl. 8 1974 Privacy Act 
and oUier laws that dictate the gov- 
eihment's privacy practices. 

At issue is the use by the 13 gov- 
ernment Web sites of small text 
files called “cookies" that record 
information about an Internet 
user’s browsing habits when they 
visit a site. 

In June, the White House Office 
of Management ond Budget 
advised all federal agencies that 
they are not allowed to use such 
text files wthout approval from 
the agency head- If they are us^, 
the Ohffi directive sold, Web site 
%^tors must be given "dear and 
conspicuous notice" of such use. 

But the GAO, the investigatory 
arm of Congress, found that 13 
agendes were using the technolo- 
gy to track visitors, although their 
, formal Internet policy claimed 
tb^ weren’t doing so, and none of 
the Web site visito.-3 were advised 
the technology was being used.

Like former President Reagan, 
Bush is a delegator who leans 
heavily on trusted advisers to • 
shape his decisions. He sketches. . 

• • goalshi broad brushstrokes, and 

leaves the details to others. 

Unlike Democratic rival Al 
Gore, Bush would set just a few 
priorities and concentrate on 
me^ For example, a major inter- 
est is teaching kids to read. He 
would spend $5 billion, on that 
pr ogr a m alone, an amount second 
only to college scholorsUps in his 
education plm 

Other marquee initiatives in his 
Republican presidential campaign 
ore a partial privatuadon of Sodal 
Security and $1.3 trillion in tax 
cuts. 

His social policies would mark a 
conservative turn from the 
Clinton administration on issues 
from abortion to gay rights to gun 
control He wants to open up more 
federal land for oil exploration. 

Both Bush and Gore are trying 
to persuade Americans they are 
political centrists. “But Bush 
would govern from the center 
right and Gore would govern from 
the center left,” said Larry 
Sabato, a political scientist at the 
University of Virginia. 

Bush says he’ll reach across 
party lines to achieve results 
where President Clinton and Gore 
have failed. As governor, he 
turned on the. charm with 
Democrats in Austin, and he says 
he can do the same thing in 
Washington 

Bush points with pride to the 
warm relationship he developed 
with the late Bob Bullock, the Ueu- 
tenant governor and longtime 
Democratic powerhouse in Texas. 
Bullock surprised his party by 
endorsing Bush’s re-election as 
governor in 1998.

MOAB, Utah (AP) - Officials are 
investigating several fires set near 
Delicate Arch in Arches National 
Park that scorched the ground next 
to the famous sandstone landmark 
but caused little permanent damage. 

The fires were set late Sept. 18 
or early Sept. 19, said Jim 
Webster, chief ranger for the park, 
located just north of Moab. 

One fire was directly under- 
neath'the arch while two others 
were set on cither side of it, 
Webster said. A fourth fire was set 
in a nearby wash. 

"They weren’t very big fires. 
There was no damage that we’ve 
determined so far to the actual 
arch. • span,” he said. “But 
there was a large fire scar and 


other smaller ones dearly visible 
at the base.” 

Efforts to remove the scorch 
marks hove been only partially 
successful, Webster said. 

“We’ve been able to mute the 
effects of the fire scar, but we have 
not been able to completely elimi- 
nate it,” he said. “The average per- 
son who isn’t familiar with Delicate 
Arch probably would not nodcc the 


difference now, but it is there.” 

Pork officials have contacted a 
specialist to assist in restoration, . 
who is expected to arrive within 
two weeks, Webster said.

The divers arrived at the ate in 
the Barents Sea on Friday night — 
more than two months after the 
ocddcnt that destroyed the Kursk - 
and shortly after midnight began 
descending to the ship in on, orange 
diving capsule, officials said. 

Working in teams of three, the 
divers surveyed the ship and deter- 
mined where they would start cut- 
ting into the ship. By late afternoon, 
they hod stenciled two holes in the 
outer hull and pried them open 
with spe^ mallets, said Russian 
Navy spokesman Vadim Sergo. 

Serga said preparations hove 
begun for cutting into the thicker 
inner hull, but that it probably 
wouldn't be completed until 
Tuesday. The divers planned to 
work around the clock in five- to 
six-hour shifts. 

They were slowed Saturday 
night by troubles slicing through a 
layer of industrial rubber between 
the outer and inner hulls, Russia’s 
RTR tdevision reported.

The ship lies 330 
feet below the surface. 

Top Russian military officials 
have warned that safety concerns 
— including fears about the Kursk’s 
two nuclear reactors - mi^t force 
the Navy to call off the complex 
underwater work. 

The divers briefly halted the 
delicate operation at one point 
Saturday to release pressure from 
special air pipes between the 
inner and outer hulls, to prevent 
possible explosions. 

“The divers have bled off the 
pressure of some high pressure 
pipes to ensure they are neutral- 
ized,” said Biracr Horoldseidi a 
spokesman for the Ndrwe^an sub- 
sidiary of Halliburton, the Dallos- 
■ based oil services company for-. 
merly run by GOP vice presiden- . 
rini nominee Dick Cheney. “This is 
an important safety measure.”

A ssuming the role of com- 
mander In chief of the 
world’s sole superpower is 
easily the most solemn 
responsibility any new U.S. 
president will face. With the Cold War 
long past, America dominates the world 
stage, unch^enged and umnat^ed in 
military, economic, political and diplo-

So how and when v^uld Texas (5ov. 
George Bush or Vice President A1 Gore 
wield that power? 

Both aim to strengthen the U.S. mili- 
tary, promote peace and democracy 
abroad limit the spread of weapons of 
mass destruction and foster trade and 
investment. But there are dear, signifi- 
cant differences. _ 

Bush opposes the Comprehensive Test 
Ban Treaty, which the Senate rejected 
last year. Gore supports the treaty. 

Bush would deploy a national missile 
defense system despite Russia’s con- 
cerns that it would abrogate the 1972 
Anti-Ballistic Missile Treaty, but Bush 
would also unilaterally reduce the num- 
ber of U.S. nuclear warheads, ^re 
advocates a more limited mis^e 
defense system under a negotiated 
agreement with Russia.

' ($7.3 billion) to maintain America’s mili- 
tary dominance than Bush ($4.8 billion) 
docs.

TWIN FALLS - A local critic of 
the Idaho National Engineering 
and Environmental Laboratory is 
bock on a panel studying the 
health effects of radioactive 
ideoscs at the eastern Idolto site. 

In a misunderstanding with the 
Atlanta-based Centers for Disease 
Control. Twin Fulls podiatrist Dr. 
Peter Rickards inadvertenUy 
resigned from the panel earlier 
thisyear. .. , 

‘Tm back in the saddle, but the 
mule won't budge.” Rickards said. 
“While I welcome the chance to 
continue my work on the study of 
the radiation released on 
Idahoans, there are several i.ssues 
that the CDC still needs to come 
deaiion.” - - - , . - , 

He recently was noaficd that he 
has b«n reinstated on tlic Idaho 
Health Effects Subcommittee, 
which advises the CDC on a study 
of radiation doses in Idaho. 

But there are some questions 
tliat he’d like answers to. he said. 

He was appointed to the sub- 
committee in 1995 and subse- 
quently reapi>ointed. His current 
term runs through June 2001. he 
said. 

But in August, mudi to his sur- 
prise, he got a letter from the head 
of CDC Uiiinking him for his years 
of service and noting his termina- 
tion. Rickards thought CDC had 
terminated him over his tough 
questions that he says offidaLs had 
been reluctant to aiuavcr. 

CDC offidals siiid he resigneti. 
Rickards said he didn’t not 
intentionally anyway. In an unre- 
lated June-e-mail message, he 
made an oblique reference to his 
resignation, one he never submit- 
ted. 

The implied resigiiation tyas 
passed along to administrative 
offidals. , , 

Tile email was not mtended ns a 
resignation, Rickards said. He had 
been thinking about resigning - 
and had even written a resignation 
letter -but he never sent it. 

He is back on the piuicl, but he 
still has questions.

Fire district tries for second levy 

nnmfnrnmldifflculttoinaintain.

■ HEYBURN - Minidoka Fire 
Protection D^trict commissioners 
ore going back to voters a second 
time to ask them to approve a per- 
manent override levy. 

The bid for a permanent levy - 
which will come before voters on 
fiov. 7- Is designed to pve the dis- 
trict D more stable source of fimd- 
ing. . . 

The measure failed in August 
by six votes. Our of 163 votes cast, 
103 people, or 63 percent, voted 
yes. Unlike on override levy, n 
permanent increase requires a 
two-thirds majority vote to pass. 
Supporters bcUevc the levy failed 
because the public wosn|t ade- 
quately educated on the impor- 
tance of a permanent levy. 

- “1 don’t think we really got 
cveryb^y (to) understand what it 
means and why we need lu” said 
Hcybuni Fire Chief hbkc Brown. 

Override levies allow fire dis- 
tricts to supplement the revenue 
they already receive from taxes, 
and districts soy the overrides an: 
to cover training, etjuip- 
ment and operating costs. The d^ 
trict’s base levy is currently 
around $73,()00. 

The ability to ask for perma- 
nent budget increases came from 
legislation passed last year and 
wliich was spearheaded by the dis- 
trict. The legislation makes it pos- 
sible to ask voters for a perma- 
nent increase in bcu of recurring 
override levies but only until Jan. 
1 . 2002 . 

District commis.sioncrs .say the 
pennonem increa.se {pves tiie fire 
disuict die kind of financial stabil- 
ity iliut it takes to run a business. 
It also cuts out the need for the 
$2,000 or so it owls to put logeilier 
an election. 


Three Minidoka County fire sta- 
tions moke 'up the district: 
H^bum Fire Department, North 
Side Fire District and the East 
End Fire District. The district cov- 
ers more than 300 square miles in 
the eastern portion of Minidoka 
County, the southeast comer of 
Blaine County and includes the 
cities of Heybum, Acequia and 
Minidoka. 

The $290,000 permanent levy 
collected every year would 
replace the override levy that resi- 
dents vote on every two years. 
Last year’s voter-approved over- 
ride levy was for $240,000 a year. 

The $50,000 difference will help 
replace a 30-year-old tanker, a 
$150,000 expense, and other worn 
equipment. Brown said. The 
$50,000 will help pay for the 
truck’s down payment and leasing 
payments, he said. 

Brown said the permanent 
increase will allow the district to 
gradu^y rotate the trucks out of 
use every 20 years or so. The 1970 
tonker ior4he North Side Fire 
District is first on the list for sever- 
al reasons, including a broken 
pump and a top speed of 45 miles 
per hour. Brown said. 

A ihree-quartcr-ton pickup for 
the East End Fire Department, a 
$60,000 expense, needs replace- 
ment because it’s unsafe, Brown 
said. 

"We need equipment and train- 
ing. Thai’s what (the levy’s) for,” 
said district commissioner Ralph 
Buttars. 

Butiars also said that safe 
equipment directly affects the 
district’s insurance rates, and in 
turn saves the taxpayers money. 

The district has also been sav- 
ing money to replace a 1962 truck 
for the Heyburn Fire 
Department, a truck that Brown 
says is outdated, difficult to find 


parts for and difficult to maintain. 

The purchase of the $240,000 
truck was at the center of much 
controversy last year when sever- 
al firefighters said the deport- 
ment should purchase a rural 
flretnick that could better serve 
the district as a whole. 

The truck’s proponents said 
that Heyburn needed a truck 
geared toward fighting structur- 
al fires, and that the money 
spent on an urban truck makes 
sense for o department where 
the potential for dollar loss is. 
much hi^er than in the country- 
side. 

If the increase is approved, a 
homeowner with property 
assessed ot $80,000 would pay 
$36.70 a year. That takes into 
consideration the 50/50 home- 
owners exemption, moaning that 

f ropcriy is only taxed at 
40.000. 

That amounts to about 92 
cents for every Sl.OOO of the 
property’s valuation for fire pro- 
tection. The average homeowner 
currently pays about 84 cents on 
every $1,000, or $33.58 o year for 
fire protection. 

The increase would cost a 
farmer 69 cents per acre. 
Agricultural land is currently 
ns*es,sed at 63 cents per acre. 

■ Drown acknowledges the hard 
times that farmers are facing, 
and the burden of taxes. But he 
says that a few extra dollars in 
fire protection migiht .save thou- 
sands of dollars of property. 

•T believe there arc some nec- 
essary costs you have to pay," he 
said.

One showed a woman on her 
knees while her husband held a 
pistol to her hcadi as he asks her 
who she loves. Another had 


“Help Me” scrawled in big red 
letters, giving the impression 
that it was written in blood. 

“I wont to vomit," said stu- 
dent Paul Walters as he made 
his way around the rectangular 
shaped exhibit of T-shirts hang- 
ing on a clothesline. “It’s very • 
very painful to see.” 

Wintrow's organization, along 
with the Women’s and 
Children’s Alliance, sponsored 
the project to “raise awareness 
and break the silence” of abuM 
against women. Clothesline dis- 
plays started in Hyannis, Moss, 
in 1990 as part of "Take Back 
the Night" anti-violence march- 
es. 

According to the state 
Department of Health and 
Welfare, the rate of domestic 
violence is on the rise in Idaho. 
In 1998, less than a quarter of 
all murders, were related to 
domestic violence. But last year, 
that number jumped to SO per- 
cent.

other factors at work in Ritchie’s 
decision to leave. This year, the 
addition of a new soccer program 
and rising fuel costs forced cuts 
of up to $24,0(» elsewhere in the 
district’s athletic budget, Allen 
said. 

“At his age and as many years 
as he’s put in, he said he wasn’t 
going to ride on a yellow school 
bus,” the former Bruin boys’ bas- 
ketball coach said. “And I think a 
lot of it is he’s tired. He feels he 
hasn’t gotten the appreciation 
maybe he should have. I feel bad 
about that.” 

But Ritchie says those are not 
the reasons for his departure. 

“I’ve ridden enough yellow 
buses in my time that that’s not 
right,” he said. “And if I was tired 
of it, why would I be going to 
CSI? If I was tired of it, Td quit 
completely." 

The home boy 

A lifelong resident of Twin 
Fall^ Ritdiie, lettered in football 
and baseball at the high school 

“I couldn’t dribble so I wasn’t a 
basketball player.” he said, 
lau^iing. . ^ 

The self-labeled “mama’s boy 
enlisted in the Navy and sailed r-' 
Hawaii, Japan and the Yellow 
Sea aboard a destroyer, the 
U.S.S. Taussig 

“I had a lot of fun in the ser- 
vice,” he said. “It was great, but I 


wouldn’t do it again for nothing. 
It made me grow up.” 

He then returned to Idaho, 
where he went to work inside the 
service department at Cain’s, 
Inc., a local furniture store.

NEW YORK - The frenzy sur- 
rounding the Subway Series 
between the Mets and Yankees is 
intriguing to those who remember 
a remarkable decade from 1947- 
56 when the World Series in New 
York was no big deal because it 
seemed to happen every year. 

Hey, where else would they 
play it? . . 

New York in those days had 
three of the 16 major league 
teams. The Yankees were an 
pnnnni sure thing in the American 
League, leaving the Dodgers and 
Giants to fight it out in the 
National League. The regular sea- 
son was viewed as nothing more 
than a preamble to the main ‘ 
event in October. 

For an 8-year-old boy, 1947 was. 
on unforgettable year, the' year I 
discovered basebidl the year New 
York began a 10-yeor run when 
all or part of nine World Series 
were played in my aty. 

There had been intra-city 
World Series before, once In St. 
Louis and once in Chicago, but 
never with die kind of regularity 
that the Yankees, Dodgers and 
Giants provided. 

It was a great time to be grow- 
ing up in New York. 

The Yankees played the 
• Dodgers in the 1947 World Series 
and I remember Bill Bevens tak- 
ing a no-hiner into the bottom of 
the ninth inning of Game 4 but 
walking everybody in the ball- 
park. It caught up with him when 
Cookie Lavogetto hit a ball over 
Tommy Henrich’s head, tlriving in 
two runs for a Dodgers victory. 

“It was a good line drive,” 
Henrich said. “I hustled as much 
as I could. The ball hit the fence 
and right ba^ to me. It hit off the 
of my glove and I dropped it. 
Eddie Miksis scored all the way 
from first."

In those pre-television days, 
radio was the link lo the l)allpark. 

I can still hear Red Barber’s call 
of the home-plate celebration. 
“The Dodgers are beating 
Lavogetto to pieces. It’s taking a 
police escort to get Lavagetto 
away from the Dodgers." 

Two days later, with the Series 
Ixick in Yankee Stadium, reserve 
outfielder A1 Gionfrlddo made a 
sparkling catch in left field to 
take a triple away from Joe 
DiMnggio as the Dodgers tied ilic 
Scries. A picture of the play 
adorns the press room at Yankee 
Stadium and Gionfriddo’s glove 
wound up in the Hall of Fame. 1 
remember pictures of DiMaggio, 
perhaps the least emotional play- 
er ever, disgustedly kicking the 
dirt after the catch. 

After a year off, the Subway 
Series resumed in 1949 with the 
Dozers and Yankees again. By 
then, there was a TV in my house 
and 1 watched Henrich’s leadoff 
home run in the bottom of the 
ninth inning beat Don Newcombe 
1-0 in the opener. 

"He didn’t have a good curve, 
Hcnrich said. “The first pitch was 


outside for ball one. Tile second 
pitch was the same. He had not 
walked anybody all day. I figured 
he was not going to fool around 
with me with the power beliind 
me in DiMaggio. This pitch is 
going to be a strike. I gue.ssed fast- 
ball. It was right down the mid- 
dle.” 

That sudden ending was 
matched in 1951 when Bobby 
Tliomson’.s iiintli inning home run 
beat Brooklyn in the pennant 
playoff and put my team, die New 
York Giants, in die World Series. 

Monte Irvin stole home in the 
opening game of that Series and 
the Giants had the Yankees cor- 
nered, lending the Scries 2-1. But a 
rainout saved the Yankees’ pitch- 
ing staff and they won in six games. 
It was OK. My Giants liad lieaien 
. die Dodgers for tlie pennant, ’niai 
was gtxKl cnougli for me. 

The Dodgers ami Yankees 
resumed their rivalry in the 1952 
and 1953 World Series with the 
Yankees winning each time. It 
seemed like their manifest des- 
tiny, and die Dodgers’ frustration 
left diis Giants fan mildly amused. 

The Giants swept Cleveland in 


the 1954 series, and 25 years later, 

1 loved listening to Bob Lemon's 
lament th.n lie was Ixiaten in tlic 
opener on a 257-foot Polo 
Grounds home run by Dusty 
Rhodes, a pop fly that Indians sec- 
ond baseman Bol.by Avila was 
going after wlien it reached the 
seats. 

It was in that game tliat Willie 
Mays, with his back to home 
plate. cauglU Vic Weru’.s drive to 
the deepest part of tliat oddly 
shaped ballpark.

“You can't pick one person and 
focus on him,” Khannouchi said. 
“You just try to focus on your 
race' and do the best you can do.

with him but hung back. 

“There were still too many , 
good athletes in the race,’’ he 
said. “1 didn’t want to take a 
chance. Finishing in second place 
is better thim third." 

But Tanui had misjudged the 
miles, thinking he was further 
into-the race than he was. 

By mile 23, Khannouchi had 
shaved five seconds off Tanui’s 
lead. • 

By the 2Sth mile,. Khannouchi 
hod the lead and he sprinted 
home, finishing in a worid-record 
2:05:42. 

- “When you run against the 
best, sometimes it can be a tacti- 
cal race." Khannouchi said. 
“Nobody wants to take a risk." 

There probably won’t be many 
risk-takers today, cither. Chicago 
will have the fastest marathon 
field ever, boasting seven sub- 
2:07 runners. 

As if that’s not impressive 
enough, that group accounts for 
seven of the top 10 marathon 
times. 

Ever. 

'Tve never seen anything like 


this, but I think this is going to be 
a great race," said Tanui, who’s 
2:06:16 last year ranks as the 
third-fastest time. 

Khannouchi is the obvious 
favorite simply because he’s won 
Chicago twice, smashing the 
world record by 23 seconds last 
year. He also finished second in 
1998. 

But this has been a tough year 
for Khannouchi. Tliough he final- 
ly became a U.S. citizen in htoy, 
he hod to skip the Olympic trials 
because of ankle, hamstring and 
groin injuries that still bother 
him. 

He’s won “only" throe of ms 
ei^t races this year, and is siUl 
tr^ng to regain his smooth, long 
stride. , „ . 

' “I’m not 100 percent, but rm 
. around there," he said. “I’ve 
done the training I need and 1 
feel I’m getting better. I would 
prefer If Chicago was in three 
weeks of time or four, that would 
allow me more time to get 
healthy. , . 

“But 1 am fine and 1 will do the 
best I can.”

Drug scandal 
rocks Sydney 
Paralympics 

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) - 
Four powerlifters, including one 
woman, were banned from com- 
petition for four years after foil- 
ing doping tests, the first drug 
cheois cdugh't at o Paralwnpics 
since 1992. The four were identi- 
fied as Radko Radev of Bulgaria. 
Aurel Berbec of Romania, All 
Mahmoudklkordkhelll of Iran 
and Marina Diakonova of

The Inienlational Porplymmc 
Committee said Sowrday; the 
four tested positive tor banned 
substances in Sydney before the 
Pandympics, an event featuring 
more than 4,000 disabled ath- 
letes from 125 nations. 

All four withdrew from compe- 
tition after falling initial tests. 
But, under IPC rules, sanctions 
could not be imposed until Maly- 
sis of backup samples confirmed 
the positive result. ' 

The IPC held hearings with 
the athletes before releasing the 
statement. IPC president Robert 
Steadward promised full disclo- 
sure of the details of the drug 
cases when announcing the 
results Friday, but he was not 
available for comment Saturday. 

The four-year suspensions will 
extend beyond the 2004 
Paralympics, the IPC said. Two

He 
attributes his recruiting difficulty not to 
the tasks or the flexible work schedules - 
which include evenings and weekends - 
but to the Twin Falls and Northside 
areas’ low unemployment rates, which m 
August hit their lowest point for any - 
time of the year In a couple of decades. 

“It could be the market of the city 
we’re in," Stein said, adding that coll 
centers ore a relatively new field in Twin 
Falls so, there isn’t u big pool of expen- 
enced workers. 

The phone center’s dilemma points to

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Utility results point 
to slower growth

TWIN FALLS - It certainly 
hasn’t stalled, but Twin Falls* 
growth engine is chugging more 
slowly than a year ago. a couple 
of indicators show. 

A city’s number of phone lines 
-■ which include fax, Internet, sec- 
ond-phono and new-budding lines 
— is a due to growth in business 
activity, disposable income or 
population, or a combination of 
those factors. 

Twin Falls and half of Filer 
Mutual Telephone Co.’s and 
Qwest Communications’ .smaller 
telephone exchanges in the cow- 
ry added lines during the third 
quarter, while Costleford and the 
Kimberly-Honsen-Murtaugh area 
faltered. . 

By the end of September, the 
total number of telephone lines 
in tiny Castleford had fallen by 
l.OS percent from the end-of- 
June total, and the number in 
Kimberly and Hansen by .42 per- 
cent. Murtaugh finished 
unchanged. The Rogerson and 
Hollister total rose by 32 percent 
during the quarter. Buhl, by .49 
percent; and Filer, by .7 percent. 

In Twin Falls, the gain of 326 
phone lines during the quarter 
made for a 1.2 percent rise in the 
city’s end-of-September total 
compared with the end of June. 

What do all those incremental 
changes mean? 

“As always, we continue to sm 
growth in all of the areas,” said 
Mike Reynoldson, spokesman for 
Qwest.

growth has been 
slower so far 
than that posted 
by the end of

' — year, Rey- 
noldson added. The past couple 
of years’ hearty increases weren’t 
expected to continue, he said. 

In all, the county gained a 
respectable 352 total phone lines 
during the third quarter. That 
falls short of the 543 new lines 
added during third quarter 1999 
and but tops the 313 added dur- 
ing July through September of 

The most recent period did 
show a welcome recoveiy from 
the county’s 71-llne drop in 
phone customers during the sec- 
ond quarter. _ , ^ 

Meanwhile in Twin Falls 
County, another indicator point- 
ed to slowed population and busi- 
ness growth. 

IdAo Fower Co.added just 128 
new dectridty customers during 
the third quarter to bring its ciis- 
tomer total to 30,263 in the coun- 
ty. That falls short of the 134 
added here a year ago and the 
165 added during third quarter 
1958. _ 

Three months ago, The Tunes- 
News reported a customer total 
compiled by a differeht measiare. 
But the Idaho Power numbers 
above are all consistent.

RIGBY - Mashed, baked, 
steamed, french-fried - Idaho’s 
finest turn up in countless guises 
on America's dinner plates. 

But fermented and distilled? 

It was perhaps inevitable that 
someone would eye the vast pota- 
to fields cut by pristine rivers in 
this part of the country and realixe 
what those two resources could 
produce: vodka. 

“This is a strategic location, 
says Gray Ottley, a manager at 
Silver Creek Distillers. “This is 
potato country." 

Silver Creek is the nation’s only 
producer of vodka made from 
potatoes, once the classic base 
Inpedient for the spirit that mw 
usually is made from grains. The 
distillery is in eastern Idaho, 
where much of the state’s famous 
crop is grown. ^ ^ 

For four years, Silver Creek has 
been selling its potato vodka 
under several upscale labels, the 
most widely available being 
Teton Clader. 

This is neitlier your mass-mar- 
ket Smirnoff nor your high-profile 
Absolut - allhou^ at about $20 a 
bottle, it is in the same price 
range. Rather, it’s boutique vodka, 
made in limited quantities by a 
company with just 12 employees. 
Silver C^k produces more than 
100,000 gallons a year, a trickle of 
the 83 million gallons of vodka 
sold in the United States annually. 

But the company is hoping to 
capitalize on a recent trend in 
drinking - the increased special- 
ization that has beer quaffers 
specifying India pale ale and 
Scotch afidonados calling for 18- 
yeor-old Macallan. 


Vodka is the country’s most 
popular spirit, with about 24 per- 
cent of the liquor market. 

The prider vodkas have sought 
to distinguish themselves from the 
pack through distinctive bottles, 
multiple distillations, filtering 
throu^ spedal charcoals, the use 
of organic grains - a diallcnge 
with a spirit that is 
supposed to be flu- 
vorlcss.

It took years to get it rigiu - the 
right equipment, the riglit blend, 
the ri^t packapng. Initially, the 
distillery sold Silver Creek vodka 
in u prosaic bottle that did noth- 
ing to set it apart from anything 
else on the sliclves. 

“It was a Ferrari in a Pinto 
body," Gray Ottley stiys. 

By 1996, however, Uie company 
had redesigned its vodka into 
Teton Glacier, importing elegant, 
dccantcrlikc Ixiiiles from France 
and ^ving it a cool, silvery label 
Ixjfiiting its name. 


Since 1996, the distillery has 
made vodkas for two other com- 
panies: Zodiac, which comes in 12 
different frosted gloss bottles for 
each of the astrological signs, and 
Peconica, which uses potatoes 
from the Hamptons.

Gray 
Ottley says. “It comes out of the 
tap at 39 degret s. Wo use it in. 
every step of the making of the; 
vodka - the cooking, the steam-- 
ing, the blending." Silver Creek, 
Jix;iited in hsolmed splendor in the 
midst of iHitato fields, is recogniz- 
able by the simken smicturcs that 
store the potatoes in cellarlike 
conditions. 

"Vodka is very simple, actual- 
ly." Gray Ottley says. “It doesn’t 
have to age like wine. The idea is 
to keep it cleiu" and pure." 

From potato to vodka, the 
process takes about seven days. 
The original 60,000 pounds of 
potatoes has become 12,000 bot- 
tles of vwlka.

With at least 5 million Web 
sites on the Internet, according to 
current estimates, how on earth 
doe.s anyone with a Web page 
ever get any ‘hits’ - people con- 
necting to their site? Yet many 
new sites are discovered literally 
overnight, without advertising, 
and in just weeks can nttraci hun- 
dreds of thousands, sometimes 
millions of visits daily. 

The online auction company 
eBay Inc. is a good example, and 
so is the chat program ICQ, now 
owned by America Online as a 
companion to its similar AIM 
instant messaging service. It s 
astounding how an Internet site s 
reputation can explode so fast 
and attract a crowd to someone’s 
server. „ , . 

If only all American small busi- 
nesses could build a reputation 
this fast, with customers clamor- 
ing for their service or product. 
Tliis illustrates the importance of 
one of the least appreciated 
assets, or perhaps liabilities, in 
business - reputation. 

Without even thinking alxiut it. 
the word gets out about a service 
or product offered by a specific 
business and the effect can be 
truly amazing. But repuiotion cuts 
both ways. It can build a business, 
or destroy it. F.asily formed cus- 
tomer opinions cun spread unde- 
tected and are out of the control 
of businevws. . ,, , 

So just how easily does the 
word" gel out? About 20 years ajto, 
a social researcher reported in 
Time magazine Uiat he had deter* 
mined that one person aiuld dcliv . 
cr a verbal message to anyone 
else, no matter where they live, 
through no more than five people. 
This California researcher success- 


fully tested Ids ilicory liy asking a 
friend he knew was traveling to 
Ohio to carry a message and sent 
it through others to another fneiul 
in Wasl^ton, D.C. 

Consider whcilicr a good or bad 
reputation has the greater effect 
on business. Of course, a bad rep- 
utation has much more effect. A 
bad reputation can put you out of 
business faster than you realize, 
and you may not even know riuu 
your reputation is the problem. 

Recent business research has 
found that customers who have a 
bad experience tell nine other 
people about ii. If those nine j>eiv 
pie share their opinion with nine 
others, you can see how fast a 
poor reputation can spread. 
Unfortunately, news of a gotui 
customer experience makes it to 
only tw\. otlier people. Tliis must 
be why negative political ads are 
sucli a powerful ukiI. 

These statistics reminded me 
about a woodcraft shop that con- 
structed new cabinets for niir 
remodeled kitchen a few years 
ago. When one of the door panels 
shifted recently leaving an open 
gap, I took it buck for repair, rhe 
owner slid the panel back and 
tacked it into place. • 

When I asked the owner if tliat 
wouldn’t result in a split panel as 


it expands and contracts with 
changing humidity, he just gave 
me a disparaging ItMik. How many 
IHJople did I tell about this? I esti- 
mate I lold at least 12 people 
about this shop and the last 1 
knew, the shop was stniggling for 
existence. 

What’s particularly insidious 

about consumers talking about 
bad experiences is that they 
never tell the merchant’s side of 
the story. We can be completely 
biased, totally unfair, we might 
even have contributed to the. [XHir 
service or use «if the product, yet 
we tell our story anyhow with no 
rebuttal from the business. 

The lessons here seems pretty 
clear. Reputation generated 
through word-of-mouth is out of 
the control of the btisiiiess owner, 
it’s easier to cultivate a had repu- 
tation than a good one. A bad rep- 
utation can do far more liana to a 
business than a good reputation 
can build good will. 

I cringe every time 1 see a sinal 
business owner let a disgruntled 
customer walk out the dmir dis,sat- 
isfied. Most small business owners 
will tell you that the customer 
was imreasonalilc and at fault. 
While that might be mie. a mer- 
chant with such an attitude will 
siMiii be in trouble.

Marisa Villalobos turned to the 
Internet when she decided last 
year to change jobs. Relying sole- 
ly on on-line job boards such as 
Monster.com and Hotjobs.com, 
the Chicago resident found and 
landed her dream job within 
three months. 

“I feel so lucky,” said 
Villalobos, now manager of mar- 
keting communications with 
Go2Call.com, a company that 
helps people make telephone 
rnlU through the Internet. “The 
speed of the job search amazed 

""But Sarah Hodge, a 1999 gradu- 
ate of Bowling Green State 
University in Ohio, tells a differ- 
ent story. She, too, mmed to the 
Internet last year when she be^ 
looking for her first post-gradua- 
tion job, placing resumes on sev- 
eral of the top on-line job sites. 
But the sites didn’t provide her 
with a single good lead. Mostly, 
they cluttered her e-mail box with 
soles positions based in states to 
which Hodge had no desire to 
move. And when Hodge finally 
found a job, one that she landed 
through the traditional job-hunt- 
ing skill of networking,.many of 
the sites continued to send her 
unwonted e-mail, even after she 
asked to be removed from their 
lists. , ^ 

“I don’t recommend that any- 
one use the job-search sites,” said 
Hodge, who works in the media 
relations department for the 
Columbus/Franklin County 
(Ohio) News Bureau. “And I will 
certainly never use any of the 
sites that I used again.” 

. Villalobos and Hodge represent 
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extremes. Some job seekers love 
the way the Internet provides 
them with an opportunity to 
parade their qualifications in 
front of employers across the 
nation. But detractors say that 
Internet job-hunting comes with 
its own set of frustrations. 

Most people who post their 
resumes on on-line job boards 
receive few responses from top 
employers, they say. Critics also 
point our that'the ease of roaming 
the Internet has encouraged 
many job hunters to forget the 
traditional ways of finding good 
jobs: crafting sparkling resumes, 
researching top companies and, 
most important of all, networking. 

“You still have to stand out to 
employers the same way you 
always have, had to,” said Mark 
Rothschild, senior vice president , 
with FastWeb, a Skokie, HI., com- 


pany that runs 

www.fastwork.com, an on-line job 
services site catering to students 
and entry-lcnrel job hunters. 

“With the Internet, you can get 
your resume in front of more peo- 
ple. But you still need a good 
resume. When you’re in college, 
you have to get involved in 
extracurricular activities. There 
has to be something unique about 
your resume to make it stand 
out.” 

The experts back up 
Rothschild’s point. While the 
Internet ^ves on-line job hunters 
another tool, it’s not necessarily 
the most important one. Job 
hunters should still devote most 
of their time to networking, 
preparing for Interviews and giv- 
ing the experiences that make for 
strong resumes, researchers say. 

Those job seekers that rely 
solely on the Internet will find lit- 
tle success, say the experts. 

“A lot of people are very excit- 
ed by the tremendous amount of 
marketing the on-line job sites 
are doing. They simply submit 
their resumes and think the world 
1.S in their hands. That’s certainly 
not true,” said Greg Peitenon, a 
Deerfield, Ill.-based managing 
consultant with Drake Beam 
Morin, an international outplace- 
ment consulting and career tran- 
sition service. 

• Peitenon says that the tradi- 
tional methods of finding a job 
are still the best. When officials 
with his company recently sur- 
veyed their clients, they found 
that only 4 percent of Uiem found 
their current jobs through the 
Internet. In comparison, 64 per- 
cent said they found their posi- 
tion.s through networking.

There’s nothing exciting about 
bonds.

The sluggish Dow Jones indus- 
trial average is down more than 
7 percent for thc year, and the 
technology-heavy NASDAQ com- 
posite index has slumped more 
than 9 percent. 

The bond market “has been 
robust,” says Richard O’Brien, 
head of the fixed-income 
department at Folgcr Nolan 
Fleming Douglas in Hunt 
Valley, Md. “Basically, individ- 
ual investors have turned their 
attention to quality fixed- 
income securities.” 

O’Brien says investors are buy- 
ing bonds^especially tax-free 
municipal bonds, which are 
is.sued by states and munidpali- 
ties for projects such as building 
roads and bridges. 

In the first half of the year, 
household ownership of munici- 
pal bonds rose $21.2 billion, 
according to the Bond Buyer, a 
trade publication, which 
reviewed preliminary Federal 
Reserve Board data. 

As of June 30, households held 
SS63.4 billion of the $1,551 tril- 
linn outstanding in municipal 
bonds. . . . ^ 

Why are bonds suddenly hot? 
It Is simply a case of supply and 
demand, expens say. 

Earlier in the year, the 
Treasury Department began buy- 
ing back its securities to reduce 
the country’s debt. The buy-back 
program, along with strong 
demand for Treasuries, has cut 
the supply and driven up the 
price. 

Municipal bonds have been in 
short supply, too, because there 
have been fewer issues and 
strong demand. 

Couple that with low inflatton 
and a feeling that the Federal 
Reserve has stopped raising 
interest rales, and it set the stage 
for a strong bond market. 

“This has be an extraordinary 
year for Treasuries to outper- 
form all other sectors,” said 
Victoria Schwatka, head of the 
fixed-income group at Baltimore- 
based Legg Mason Inc. 

That is not to say all bonds 
• have done well. Corporate bonds 
are up for the year, but the 
returns haven’t been that strong, 
and junk bond defaults are run- 
ning at a high rate. 

Schwatka warns that chasing 
bonds because they are perform- 
ing better than stocks is the 


wrong reason to invest in them. 

“It scores me when 1 hear peo- 
ple. talking about sexy bonds,” 
says Schwatka, who has been in 
the securities business about 30 
. years. “I just lough. Bonds 
should never be bought os a hot 
investment.” 

Investors should buy bonds 
because they generally arc safer 
than equities and they stabilize a 
portfolio when the stock market 
reels, experts say. 

Ned Noizon, president of 


BaItimore-bas6d T. Rowe Price 
Associate Inc.’s Spectrum Funds, 
said bonds act as a hedge in a 
portfolio. 

About two-thirds of the time, 
the total return of a bond is 
roughly between 2 percent and 
10 percent, he says. Stocks, on 
the other hand, can zap on 
investor with a loss or make 
them rich with a hefty return. 

“The upside is larger (with 
stocks) and the downside is larg- 
er, too," he says.

401 (k) investors look at fees 
during a stock market lull

For years, most 401{k) partici- 
pants have ignored the fees paid 
by their plans while enjoying dou- 
ble-digit returns, hut that may 
change. 

The stock market Is down, and 
if it remains so or winds up flat for 
the year, workers may turn their 
attention to the fees that have fur- 
ther eroded returns, benefits 
experts said. 

“It’s when returns aren’t so 
robust it becomes a significant 
issue,” said Ted Benna, president 
of the 401(k) Association, a 
Pennsylvania benefits eonsultmg 
firm. . 

Employers have on obligation to 
make sure their plan’s fees are 
reasonable. But workers need to 
keep an eye on fees, too, because 
paying, say, on extra percentage 
point over .act on their final 
account balance, benefits experts 
said. , , 

It’s not always easy for workere 
to know how much they pay in 
fees. To find out what you’re pay- 
ing, ask your employer or plan 
provider, cxpcais sdd. 

If you don’t find answers there, 
you’ll have to do some homework. 
The pension and welfare agency 
offers two resources on its Web 
site, www.dol.gov/dol/pwba: 
“PWBA, a Look at 401(k) Plan 
Fees ... for Employees” and a 
,401(k) fee disclosure form for 
employers, which can also help 
workers understand fees, experts 
said. 

Fees fall into three categories: 
investment management, admin- 
istrative and Individual services. 

For workers, the investment 
management fee is key. “It’s by 
far the biggest component of the 
fees you are paying. It’s also the 
one fee that can vary rather dra- 
matically from one fund to anoth- 
er,” said Thomas Rossi, a consul- 
tant with the benefits firm 
Watson Wyatt Worldwide in New 
York. 

The fee is usually a percentage 
of invested assets. Workers almost 
always pay this fee, although it’s 
not obvious because it’s deduaed 


before their return is reported, 
Rossi said. 

If you invest in mutual funds, 
the investment management fees 
ore spelled out in the prospectus. 

Some funds by their nature will 
have hi^er fees than others. An 
acrively managed international 
fund that incurs higher research 
and transaction costs is more 
expensive to run than a fund that 
simply tries to ihfrror the perfor- 
mance of an index. 

If your fund’s costs are much 
higher than its peers, see if ihae 
are odier investments in the plan 
that may have similar risks and 
returns, but lower fees, said 
Michael Scarborough, president 
and cMef executive officer of the 
Scarborough Group Inc. in 
Annapolis, Md., which advises 
workm about plu investments. 

Administrative fees, which arc 
still largely paid by employer^ 
cover such services as record 
keeping, complionce and tele- 


phone voice response systems, 
experts said. Often a plan 
provider waives these fees for 
large companies, knowing it will 
make plenty of money on invest- 
ment fees, experts said. 
Admhiistrative fees for plans vdth 
few assets may be $50 to $60_per 
participant each year, Rossi said. 

The summary annual report, 
which workers are supposed to get 
each year, will show the total 
expenses paid by the plan, mean- 
ing partidpams, but doesn’t break 
out each individual’s share, Rossi 
said. 

Fee« for individual services 
cover the costs of certain feotures, 
such as borrowing from the 
401(k). The costs of these services 
are listed in the summary plan 
description, which workers 
receive when they join the pIm. 
These fees ore usually paid by the 
individuol and will appear on the 
worker’s quarterly statement, 
Rossi s^d.

WASHINGTON - Tho U.S. steel and 
paper iiiduaries are reeling fcwn a ftood of 
cheap imports. On world markets, U5. agri- 
cultural pitxlucts are so uncompetitive that 
government subsidies-, to farmers are 
Sxpectrf to double. American households 
have stopped saving while nock markets 
teeter. And every d^, Americans continue 
to spend a billion dollars more than th^ 
produce, chalking up the biggest trade 
deficit ever recoided. 

In differem ways, all these are manifesta- 
tions of what economists say is now the 


largest and most dangerous imbalance in 
the wcfficTs economy. And at the center of it 
_ in some ways a cause, in other ways a 
sympmm - is the smong US. dollar. 

For nearly a decode, the stated view of 
the U.S. government has been that a 
soong doluir Is good for Americans. It Is, 
according to Treasury Secretary 
Lawrence H. Summers, a reflection of 
the strength of the U.S. economy and of 
foreigners' desire to earn a higher rote 
of return by trading their euros and yw 
for dollars and investing them in 
• American companies. That investmcrit, 
in turn, has mode the companies still 


more productive and more profitable, 
attracting still more forei^ capital. 

Now, however, a wide range of econo- 
mists has concluded ihot this virtuous 
drcle hM gone about os for- os it can go 
and that the dollar has risen* to levels 
that ore distorting the world economy. 
Figuring out how to stop it has become a 
hot debate among policymakers in 
Washington and around the world. 

Just last week, for example. William 
Duisenberg, president of the European 
Central Bank, took the unusual step of 
publicly suggesting that Summers try to 
“talk down" the value of the dollar by

WASHINGTON - This group 
starts with the proposition that a 
/tftiinr has been priced well above 
its proper value by massive fl<^ 
of spe^ative investment capital 
into the United States. As a result, 
they argue, stock prices have been 
driven to irrationally exuberant 
levels, American products are 
being priced out of world markets 
and American consumers have 
been encouraged to consume 
huge quantities of cheap imports, 
racking up a $2 trillion debt to the 
rest of the world. 

For example, the high dollar 
has essentially priced many 
American agricultural commodi- 
ties out of world markets, despite 
the higher efficiency of American 
famis. To compensate, the govern- 
ment is facing the prospect of 
spending an extra $10 billion ne« 
year on emergency farm aid and 
subsides. . , 

At the same time, the U.S. for- 
est and paper industry reports 
thot it has been forced to dose 36 
mills in the last few years and 
shed 23,000 manufacturing jobs as 
a result of a surge in imports 
encouraged by the strong dollar. 
And this week, the steel mdustry 


descended on Washington to 
demand that the government do 
something about a surge of 
imports that, even in the midst of 
a booming economy, hns driven 
down prices and production, 
squeezed most profits out of the 
industry and sent stock prices of 
most steel companies dovm to a 
dollar or two per share. 

“It’s looking' very bleak,” said 
Barry Solar*, policy director of die 
American Iron and Steel Institute, 
where officials warn that several 
companies could face bankruptcy 
in the coming months. 

Others in the alarmist camp 
warn that the big problem with 
the strong dollar is that when it 
finally turns, it will come crashing 
down, brin^g with it not simply 
the U.S. economy but much of the 
worid economy ns well., 

“What we know from history 
and elementary logic is that the 
seemingly unquenchable appeote 
for U.S. investment will turn 
around - and when it does, U 
could be very painful,” said C. 
Fred Borgsten, head of the 
Institute for International 
Economics in Washington. 

How bad would a crash of the 
dollar be? An economic simula- 
tion run by the Organization for 


Development found that a 30 per- 
cent fall in the dollar - enough to 
put the U.S. economy back into 
trade balance - would likely send 
inflation soaring, prompt the 
Federal Reserve to raise interest 
rates 4 percentage points, drag 
si^ prices down 2S percent end 
cut economic growth in half. 

But as'the worid learned after 
recent crises in Mexico, Asia and 
Russia, financial markets over-- 
shoot on the way down just as 
diey do on the way op, with even 
more dire implications for the 
U.S. and world economies. Should 
that happen and the dollar fall 
more than 30 percent, analysts 
warn that the United States 
almost certainly would be dragged 
into recession, bringing with it 
much of Latin America and As^ 
where economic.^ remain heavily 
reliant on exports to this country. 

The alarmists hope that a com- 
bination of talk therapy and a few 
well-timed interventions by cen- 
ind bankers could nudge the dol- 
lar gradually back to where it 
belongs. That’s how it was done 
the last time the dollar was too 
high, in 1985, and how the steam 
was let out of the Japanese yen 
back in 1998.

“The strong .dollar right now is 
0 blcKlng for Europe and a nwe^ 
sity for Japan.” said Rudi 
Dombusch. an economist at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

In the some vein, Ian 
Shepherdson of High Frequen^ 
Economics Ltd. notes that the 
U.S. economy could not have con- 
tinued to grow so fast and absorb 


so many imports if not for the 
strong dollar, which has l^n a 
major factor in keeping inflauon 
in check by holding down pnees 
for goods that trade on world mar 
kets, such as clothes, cars and 
home entertainment equipment .

WASHINGTON - In the realist 
camp, probably the largest of the 
three, arc those who acknowledge 
that die U.S. economy is running 
too hot and that an overprice'd 
dollar is part of it. Their fear, 
however, is that whatever they 
might do to try to nudge the dol- 
lar down gradually either won’t 
work or is politically unaceept- 
able. . . ^ . 

At the Treasury and the Fed, 
the general view is that it is a 
vmste of money and credibility to 
intervene in currency markets by 
selling massive amounts of dol- 
lars and talking down the curren- 
cy. This skepticism was only rein- 
forced this week as the euro twice 
dipped below 85 cents, the point 
at which the United Stotes, Japan 
and European central banks 
intervened last month in an 
attempt to halt its slide. 

Theoretically, tinkering with 
interest rates would be another 
vsray to get the dollar down; If the 
Fed were to lower rotes and 
Europe and Japan were to raise 
theirs, investors looking simply 
for the highest interest rotes 
ml^t be induced to sell their dol- 
lars and shift their money else- 
where. 

But U.S. officials fear, that, in 
the current environment, that 
would be riskier than doing noth- 
ing at all. In Europe and Japan, 
the higher rotes could choke off 
whatever modest economic 
growth the countries arc now 
experiencing.

Far 
from it. The foct is that though 
fractious celebrities may grab

Almost everyone is familiar 
with the concept of milestones os 
they relate to a child’s develop- 
mental “health.” For example, 
the average age of. walking is 12 
months, and a child who is not 
walking by IS months should be 
brought to the attention of a pedi- 
atrician and/or, developmental 
specialist. 

likewise, developmental mile- 
stones hove been establish^ for 
talking, mastering the “pincer 
grasp," and understanding object 
permanence (something do« not 
cease to exist i£ it is out of sight), 
to name but a few. 

These days, largely because 
nearly every child has some 
approximation of a day care 
experience by the time he or .she 
is 3, it’s become nigh unio impos- 
sible for a child whose develop- 
ment is seriously compromised iii 
a certain physical or perceptual 
area to escape attention, for long 
anyway. . 

So, for example, while it was 
not uncommon in the 1950s to 
encounter children with pro- 
nounced articulation problems in 
the first grade, most articulation 
problems today ore detected and 
corrected before children enter 
elementary school. 

What people are not so familiar 
with is the fact that milestimes 
exist for specific social behaviors 
as well, and that these behavioral 
milestones are as crucial to o 
child’s overall adjustment os any 
developmental milestone. 

For example, by the time a 
child is 3.5 years old, lon^ms 
should have stopped. This is not 
to say the child is “at risk*^ if he 
cries when he is disappointed, 
but a 4-yoar-old who, when he 
doesn’t get his way, wails at the 
top of his lungs, spins around, 
falls on the floor, and acts gener- 
ally out of control is six months 
behind the behavioral curve for 
tantrums. 

His parents need to act, and 
fast, to bring these “toddleriA’’ 
episodes to a close so his social 
adjustment con move forw^d. 

A partial list of additional 
behavioral milestones and the 
age at which each should be 
“passed": 

• Uses the toilet Independently 
(albeit might still require help 
with wiping behind): 30 months. 

« Shores toys without adult 
dirMdon: 36 months. 

• Obeys most instmctlons when 
first given: 42 months.

I did not pull these out of the 
proverbial hat; rather, I looked 
across ciUtures and across histo- 
ry. In most other cultures today, 
and in America os little as 40 
years ago, children pass/passed 
these milestones on time. That 
this is no longer the case does not 
indicate a problem with children, 
but with their parents. 

Many of today’s parents seem 
to think that sodal behaviors sim- 
ply “emerge” - that just as a 
child does not. need to be taught 
how to walk, he does not need to - 
be taught how to share. Sharing 
wai just “happen," and whenever 
it happens is when it “should” 
happen. 

For example, the mother of a 5- 
year-old recently remarked to me 
that her child was “bad about 
still intemipting conversations.” 

I thought to myself that the only 
“bad" at work here was parents 
who are being “bad” about not 
teaching this child that interrupt- 
ing conversations is highly annoy- 
ing and no longer acceptable at 
this age. . . , 

It is to this child's mestimablc 
benefit that his parents teach 
him. firmly, that interrupting is 
no longer going to be tolerated, 
that it be stopped. People will 
thank him for his patience, he 
will (therefore) have something - 
to be proud of, his parents will no 
longer nag at him for something 
that is their fault (na'gging and 
teaching arc apples and walnuts, 
folks), and his mamiity will have 
been Decelerated. 

How to stop it? In answer I will 
simply say, consequences change 
behavior, not talking.

Seniors aren’t flocking 
to the ’Net, study says

Forget those stories about older 
Americans flocking to the 'Net. 
Granny probably doesn’t want 
your e-mail. . 

A majority of people over 50 do 
not go online, and most in that 
majority do not'want to, ever, 
according to a national survey 
relco^ recently. 

The “gray gap” persists despite 
some estimates that older people 
constitute one of the fastest-grow- 
ing populations on the Intcniet. 

“The people who are not online 
are heavily skewed toward older 
Americans, and the people who 
say they have no plans, no interest 
(in getting online) arc older 
Americans os well,” said Lee 
Roinie, director of the Pew 
Internet and American Life 
Project, based in Washington, 
which conducted the six-month 
survey among thousands of 
Internet users and non-users. 

The reasons people give for 
ovoiding the Internet include the 
belief that it is dangerous, tiiat it 


is too expensive, and that it is con- 
fusing , ,, 

In addition, 51 percent of all 
non-Web-surfers believe they ore 
not missing anything by eschew- 
ing virtuality, the survey said. 

The Pew survey report, titled 
“Who’s Not Online," also found 
that half of all adults in the United 
States do not use the Internet, and 
57 percent of these non-users are 
not interested in getting ontoe. 

But, according to the study, the 
strongest Internet holdouts are 
■ older Americans, who are fretful 
about the online world and often 
don’t believe it can bring them 
any benefits." 

It said 87 percent of people age 
SS and over, and 59 percent of 
' those between ages SO and 64, do 
not have Internet- access. In com- 
parison, 65 pexcant of those under 
age 30 do have a cc e s s. 

Of those over SO who are not 
online, nearly three quarters - 74 
percent - said they do not plan to 
get Internet access, while 65 per- . 
cent of people under age 50 said 
they do hope to get online.

. A cat out on the prowl can result 
in every kind of trauma known — 
they don’t coll it a cat fight for 
nothlngl And cat fighting almost 
guarantees their exposure to 
feline leukemia, feline AIDS and 
many other contagious and mostly 
fatal diseases. 

Medically, the news is better 
yet. These pets have a greatly 
reduced incidence of the No. 1 
killer - cancer - along with a 
reduced incidence of urinary tract 
disease. , 

Early spaying and neutering 
helps prevent prostate disease in 



male dogs and decreases the 
dionccs of your female pet getting 
mammary cancer to almost zero. If 
you wait until your pet has had 
two or more heats, the chances of 
mammary cancer are greatly 
increased, and 99 percent of mam- 
mary Tumors in cots and SO per- 
cent in dogs are malignant. 

Every time I see a mammary 
tumor, I ask; “Did you spay her 
before she had a heat?” and the 
answer is inevitably “No." 

The most important thing to for- 
get Is the old wives tale that we 
should spay our cot or dog after 
one heat. The better goal is to do it 
before “the hormones kick m. 

Otherwise, with male cats espe- 
cially. their urine takes on an 
extremely strong and unpleasant 
odor, and far too often, they like to 
use the walls of tho house like a 
Etch-A-Sketch pad as they spray 
urine. Not a pretty sight or. smell 
and a habit that, unfortunately 
often results in the cat either 
being removed from the home or 
euthanized. „ 

For dogs, if you “beat the heat, 
the surgery greatly reduces such 
CTninc classic nuisances ns hump- 
ing and crotch sniffing. 

In the bod old days, we used to 
recommend neutering and spaying 
pets after they had had a litter or 
after they were six months old. 
Now we’ve found that it Is simple, 
safe and effective to sterilize pets 
os young as 12 weeks of age. At on 
early age, tho procedure has loss 
bleeding, is on easier procedure to 
pertorm because of less body fnt, 
and best of all, can be accom- 


plished at the time of the 'pets’ last 
set of puppy or kitten vaccinations. 

If spayed or neutered early 
enough, these pets become four- 
legged versions of Peter Pan, pre- 
served for eternity os sweet und 
playful adolescents. 

Because pets don’t suffer from 

the sympathy-syndrome that 
humans do, they bounce back 
from the surgery within hours 
with barely a hitch in their step. 
And because some owners, espe- 
cially macho males, can’t stand the 
loss of their pets’ fuzzy dice, there 
arc even artificial testicles. These 
are known as Neuticles and are 
available in five standard sizes 
with custom ones available for 
people who demand a dead ringer. 
These can be implanted with a 
realism that ensures “Only my vet- 
erinarian knows for sure.” 

As a veterinarian of almost 20 
years, I can attest to the fact that 
allhou^ this is probably the only 
major surgery your pet will ever 
hove, in reality, great advances in 
anesthesia and surgery have made , 
this procedure the equivalent of a 
veterinary lube, oil ond filter job. 
Even more amazing, sterilization 
via a simple injection - kind of 
like a vaednatipn - is now on the 
distant horizon. 

If you love pets as much as I do, 
let’s halt the birth of unwanted 
pets ond their ultimate euthanasia. 

Encourage your friends and 
family members to spay or neuter 
ihcir pots.

Americans nationwide say their 
votes this year will be affected 
less by candidates* positions on 
issues than on their own personal 
history and instinct, tempered by 
cynidsm and distrust.

from the Appalachians. “What 
really concerns me is whether 
they can do anything about these 
things. ... They really need to 
care for the aged, but 1 don't 
know what they can do about it.” 

That sense of resignotion 
among older voters can be mea- 
sured. A survey this summer by 
the Pew Research Center for the 
People and the Press found that 
while Americans age 65 or older 
were paying closer attention to 
the presidentiol election than 
people at younger ages, only half 
felt that it mattered who wins. 

Still, some 77 percent of peo- 
ple age SO or older have said they 
intended to watch the debates. 

Four years ago, about 71 per* 
cent of older Amtaricans watched 
the debates, according to a sur- 
vey by AARP. But only about a 
third of those said it affected 
their vote. 

That survey also found that 
when asked to choose among 
issues that would be important to 
their decision, 29 percent of vot- 
ers age 50 or older said Social 
Security, followed by 18 percent

age in Medicare. 

Yet interviews with older vot- 
ers found a wide gap between 
issues and votes. 

Roy Gardner, 80, planned to 
watch the debates from the

maximum security prison and 
the state's Death Row. 

Historically, Gardner has sup- 
ported Democrats, But he hasn’t 
made up his mind yet whom to 
vote for this fall and can’t point 
to one issue that will dedde it for 
him. He doubts the debates will 
help.
